We are not 
among those who look lightly upon 
an enlarged national indebtedness. • 
At the same time, we are not 
tmiong those who see disaster inevi- 
tably ahead. It is worth recalling 
that the national debt of Great Bri¬ 
tain is larger than the national debt 
of the United States, although the 
population of Great Britain is about, 
one-third that of the United States. |
